Trustee recall vote set 


Victim dying 


Police seek green Pinto

A tentative date of Saturday, 
March 4, 1978, has been set for a 
recall election for four trustees of 
the Romulus school board. 

Mrs. Jean Voight, speaking for the 
recall group in Romulus, said 
Friday that they had been notified 
by Joseph Martina, Wayne County 
elections commissioner, of the 
county clerk’s approval of sufficient 
names submitted on recall petitions. 

Named in the recaD petitions are: 
Gloria Chandler, secretary; Gerald 
Budd, president; Gordon Silvey, 
trustee; and Ron Christensen, 
trustee. A fifth trustee, Jack Bath, 
also was named in the recall 
petition, but he has resigned from 
the board. 

Mrs. Voight explained that 
Martina had informed her that a 
meeting will be held Jan 11 (today) 
to confirm the exact date for the 
recall election of school board 
trustees in Romulus. 


Commenting upon the recall 
group, headed by Mrs. Theresa 
Kraft, she said the original 42 per- 
sons who circulated petitions “did a 
good job of keeping poli tics out of the 
recall drive.” 

The recall drive stemmed from 
the concern of parents and school 
district voters over cutbacks made 
last year by the board in pupil 
busing, services and programs in 
the public school system. 

Although most of the cutbacks 
were restored and reinstated 
following the successful passage of 
8.5 mills in November, many of the 
persons who initiated the original 
recall drive stiD are not happy with 
several members on the school 


board for ordering the cutbacks. 

Mrs. Voight said she and many in 
her group feel that much of the 
community's populace is still 
worked up over the recaD of the four 
trustees. 

“Although one of our circulators 
only obtained 13 names on his 
petition, a nother got 156 names with 
no trouble at all,” she maintained. 

As a housewife and the mother of 
two school-age children herself, 
Mrs. Voight expressed admiration 
for her tightly -knit group and its 
dedication to getting the job done in 
spite of many obstac les thrown in its 
path. 

“When it came time to turn in our 
original list of petitions, each with 


more than the required 1,285 names, 
we didrft know who to turn them 
into,” she said. 

She said the county elections 
commissioner said the recall group 
should turn petitions into the 
Romulus school board, the state 
elections commissioner in Lansing 
suggested the city cleifc, while a 
friend and private attorney said he 
believed the city clerk was the 
proper recipient 

Officials in Roseville public 
schools, where a similiar recall had 
been carried out, said they were not 
sure who should receive the recall 
petitions. A spokesman for the

Two parks studied 


Eye lighted ball fields 


With the booming popularity of 
slow-pitch softball for both men and 
women’s teams, the need for lighted 
ball fields is becoming more evident 
each year. 

With that in mind, the Romulus 
Recreation Commission has 
recommended that City Council 
authorize the putting up of lights at 
Park No. 1 at Henry Ruff and 
Beverly roads. 

However, council tabled the 
recommendation until further study 
is conducted. 

At, last week’s council meeting, 
Mayer William Oakley expressed 
his oj;:r jot that z\\ Y^htcd ball fields 
should be at one location. In his 
memo to council members, Oakley 
informed them that, Glenn Roberts, 
city engineer was on vacation and a 
complete report was not available. 

“We have contacted a 
representative from Detroit Edison 
in regards to this matter and he is in 
the process of doing research of the 
dollar amount for a companion of 
both fields,” Oakley stated, 
referring to Henry Ruff and Elmer 
Johnson parks. 

“We have also contacted other 
communities as to the reactions of 
the citizens to their lighted ball 
fields, costs, locations and general 
ideas and suggestions for our field,” 
Oakley said. The mayor promosed a 
complete report to council members 
at last night’s meeting, but, due to 
further cost campaign study by 
Detroit Edison, the finished report is 


expected at the Jan. 24 council 
meeting . 

One estimation placed the cost of 
having all lighted ball fields at one 
location at between 135,000 to 
$40,000. 

In other action, the Recreation 
Commission unanimously resub- 
mitted a request for engineering 
services for Kennedy Park im- 
provements to include beautification 
of the site together with a restroom 
building. It also called for moving 
parking] 


the parking lot to the west side of the 
Dark and installing outdoor 
basketball poles. 

However, Council put off any 
action on the Kemvxi. im- 

provements until* a prv^ 11 * 
engineering study is examined and 
another sturdy dealing with Five 
Points Road intersection is com- 
pleted. 

In a continuing effort to establish a 
Romulus Park ordinance, John 
Domas, recreation commission 
chairman, appeared before council 
again to report on how neighboring 
cities deal with us foralcohol in their 
parks. His comparison study was 
given verbally and council asked for 
it to be submitted in written form. 

Allen Park has no drinking except 
with permission. Garden City 
permits beer and wine. Inkster has 
no drinking except with permission, 
while in Lincoln Park drinking is 
allowed, but not from bottles. 

The report continued to show a 
wide variance in procedures at 
surrounding parks. In Livonia, the 
mayor has emergency powers to 


permit drinking on certain oc- 
casions. Taylor permits drinking 
and Wayne allows alcohol in parks 
for civic organizations and in the 
community center, according to 
Domas’ report. 

The survey found that few dtie* 
have a total ban on the use of booze. 

So, council continues to try and 
come up with a park ordinance to 
cover all situations, especially 
problems caused by persons who 
have had too much to (kink. 

Councilman Jimmie C Raspberry 
said the city has a disorderly person 
ordinance which he felt would cover 
any problems caused in the city’s 
parks by People who get drunk 
disorderly. 

Others feel there should be a 
specific park ordinance covering the 
situation. 

The Recreation Commission sent 
a communique to Stephen Bonc- 
zek, community development 
director, requesting him to pursue 
any and all available recreation 
grant funds. This should include 
grants available for Community 
Recreation Centers as well as park 
development.” 

The memo continued: “The 
commission has on several oc- 
casions taken a formal stand on the 
need for a Recreation Center as 
witnessed by commission actions on 
Dec. 1, 19760 Feb. 2, 1977; March 2, 
1977; and again on Dec. 7, 1977. 
Further, it is our wish that you

Good safety advice for children 


in hit-and-run accident 


Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
officers have visited several 
Romulus elementary schools to 
Inform them of the danger of riding 
with persons they do not know. 


Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment’s “Don’t Ride With Strangers” 
program is turning out to be very 
successful, according to department 
officers and principals of Romulus 
schools where they have been held. 

The program, mainly under the 
direction of Patrolman Jerry Billiter 
of the Sheriff Department’s Com- 
munity Relations division, holds 
assemblies in various local schools 
and points out to students the 
danger of riding with people they do 
r«ot know. 

The safety informational drive 
was initiated by Wayne County 
Sheriff William Lucas and has been 
used in several Romulus Schools 
where principals have expressed 
praise. 

“Itisa very needy and worthwhile 


“Don’t Ride With Strangers” is the 
UUe of the safety informational 
program directed by Partolman 
Jerry BlUlter of the department’s 
community relations division. 


program and very helpful in a 
practical way,” said Ellis Stewart, 
principal of Barth Elementary 
School, location of a recent 
program. 

Stewart has the highest regard for 
the safety informational program 
and expressed hope that it would not 
be stopped due to lack of funding by 
the county. 

“The purpose of this program is to 
make kids aware that there are 
people that will hurt them and to 
help kids recognize who these people 
are and what to do if approached by 
one,” Billiter explained. 

The program consists of a one-half 
hour instructional movie and 
recommendations from sheriff 
deputies as to what children should

do if accosted by a stranger. It gives 
other procedures that parents and 
teachers should follow to assure the 
protection of school children to and 
from school. 

In conjunction with the safety 
program, the sheriff’s department 
has printed several hundred bumper 
stickers in order to impress upon all 
school age children not to ride with 
strangers. The program is being 
funded almost entirely by the men 
and women of the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department through their 
employee organization. 

“We should be ever mindful of the 
tragic events which have taken 
place during winter months in our 
area,” Sheriff Lucas said

New Year’s Day that has left the 
victim unconscious with serious 
brain damage. 

Det. Frank Burton said he 
received a call from a young lady 
who reported she drove past the 
accident and phoned him when she 
read the hit-run story in the 
newspaper. 

The eye witness said she was 
behind the car which struck Kent 
Heinbokel, 18. of Trenton, and 
described it as a green Pinto 
runabout. 

A brown-haired lady in her early 
20's, with shoulder-length hair and 
wearing a light-colored trench coat 
with belt and wide lapels was ben- 
ding over a man lying on the ground, 
the witness reported. 

Another girl was at the scene by 
the woman bending over the man’s 
body on the ground, according to the 
phone caller to Burton. 

The accident took place about 2 
a m. Jan. 1 on Middlebelt, south of 
Goddard, across from Airway Car 
Rental on the west side of the road, 
police reported. 

Police did not know the exact 
make of automobile until the witness 
described it. Heinbokel, who was 
found unconscious on the shoulder of 


the roaa, was taken to Herita^ 
Hospital in Taylor. 

Emergency surgery was per- 
formed on a compound fracture of 
the victim’s right leg, but extensive 
brain damage has left Heinbokel 
unconscious since the accident and 
doctors do not expect him to live. 

Description of the vehicle was 
helped by work done on the victim's 
clothing at the Michigan State Crime 
Lab in Northville. Fragments of a 
windshield and chips of paint were 
found in the clothes, Burton said. 

Burton also reported that his of- 
fice is checking with area bump and 
collision shops for other leads in 
finding the hit-run vehicle. 

He requested area residents to 
keep their eyes open for a damaged 
green Pinto Runabout and to call 
him or Walter Holowka, at the road 
patrol at 721-2222 if they have any 
information. 

“Right now the driver can be 
charged with leaving the scene of a 
personal injury accident,” Burton 
said, explaining that the driver may 
have panicked and left the scene. 

“If the victim dies, the charge will 
be manslaughter,” Burton said, 
adding that he hopes the driver of 
the hit-run will turn himself or 
herself in to authorities

Proposed charges in the 
procedure of certifying or licensing 
teachers will be discussed at a 
public hearing in Garden City 
Friday night, Jan. 13. 

Representative William R. Keith 
(D-Garden City) is scheduled to 
speak at O'Leary Auditorium in 
Garden City East High School. 

Keith, the vice-chairman of the 
House Education Committee and 
chairman of a special subcommittee 
on teacher-licensure legislation, 
said that he anticipates and 
welcomes “an unusual amount of 
interest and input from teachers, 
administrators, officials and con- 
cerned citizens.” 

One bill being considered by the 
special subcommittee, House Bill 
4242, would license teachers through 
a licensing commissioa The com- 
mission would be made up mainly of 
teachers and the state Board of 
Education would retain the right to 
vote any proposals. 

Michigan’s largest teacher’s 
organization, Michigan Education 
Association, supports the measure, 
arguing that it would give teachers 
the same voice in setting standards

However, the bill is opposed by 
some school administrators officials 
and citizen groups who contend that 
teaching is different from other 
licensed professions like doctors and 
lawyers. 

They do not support the issue 
because teachers are largely public 
employees and parents have to send 
their children to school without the 
option to 'choose teachers. 

Another bill, being considered by 
the subcommittee, House Bill 5019, 
would create a smiliar, but larger 
commission to make recom- 
mendations to the state board. In 
both instances, any change in 
standards or requirements for 
teacher would require legislative 
approval. 

The latter proposed is more 
pleasing to school management 
spokesmen. 

“We want to hear from teachers 
and administrators, of course; but 
we want to hear from others as well. 
This issue is very much the public's 
business and a full public hearing is 
a most appropriate part of any 
resolution,” Keith said.

teachers, students and ad- 
ministrators. 

The newly-formed group held its 
first meeting last week at the Board 
of Education office and Mrs. Sandra 
Langley was elected chairperson. 

At the initial meeting, Garfield 
outlined the committee’s two main 
areas of responsibility; 

1 ) To recommend to the Board of 
Education the reinstitution of 
program cuts initiated in the 1976-77 
school year. The committee will 
suggest to the board by Feb. 15, 1978 
the programs to be reinstated im- 
mediately. By April 15, 1978, it will 
recommend programs to be rein- 
stated in Sept. 1978. 

2) To act as an advisory com- 
mittee to the Board of Education on 
educational issues within the school 
district. 

"The major purpose of the 
committee is to get lay citizen input 
into problems our school district 
faces,” Garfield said. 

“We see the value of having on 
ongoing committee to give input to 
the school board because there are a 
lot of implications in the restoration 
of programs.” 

The School Supt. was obviously 
very happy over passage of the 8.5 
mills for a five-year period and 
hopes many programs can be 
restored. 

"We’re anxious to see in- 
structional programs reinstated as 
near 100 percent as possible,” he 
added 

This would include restoring a 6- 
hour day in grades l-12k; art, music 
and physical education at 
elementary schools; and more 
elective courses in grades 7-12. 

The School board voted to restore 
$175,000 of the $225,000 needed for 
custodial services so most of 
custodians have been rehired. Also, 
all eight of the secretarial staff have 
returned and the two open secretary 
positions have not been filled, 
Garfield said. 

“Obviously, the millage put us 
back to giving education to the kids 
and we didn’t have to worry about 
who was going to go (be laid off),” 
Garfield concluded. 

Mrs. Langley was very pleased 
with the committee’s first meeting 

“We want to try to represent the 
community and all their views. Our 
committee will give the residents 
the opportunity to express their 
views through us,” she said 

Mrs. Langley has been involved in 
studying the Romulus school 
situation long before the millage 
election and was responsible for 
setting up a Lansing meeting bet- 
ween local school officials and 
representatives of the State Dept, of 
Education. 

“The committee sees their ad 
visory capacity as a sounding board, 
opening lines of communication 
between citizens, the board, ad- 
ministration, teachers and 
students,” she said. 

Mrs Langley urged citizens to 
contact their local school in writing 
if they have concerns, questions or

“These letters will be submitted to 
the committee for their con- 
sideration. We are asking for your 
cooperation and support in this 
effort as we will be representing you 
in the long-range determination of 
the quality of education in 
Romulus,” Mrs. Langley said.

Wayne County Intermediate School 
District told the recall group he 
would not comment on where to turn 
in the petitions, she said. 

City Clerk Leonard Folmar told 
the recall group to give the recall 
petitions to the board secretary, 
Gloria Chandler, who is named in 
the recaD petitions herself. 

Although Folmar said Supt. 
James Garfield said he would sigh a 
statement authorizing the turning 
over of the petitions to the city clerk, 
Mrs. Voight said the superintendent 
refused. 

Mrs. Chandler told Folmar to have 
the recall group turn the petitions 
into the board at its next scheduled 
meeting. However, Mrs. Voight 
said, the group would be past the 90- 
day deadline mandated by law r if it 
waited that long. 

In the end, she said, Garfield 
accepted the tumed-in petitions on 
Dec 5 and turned them over to 
Folmar 

But, Mrs. Voight explained, the 
group’s problems had only begun. 
The petit ions we re given back by the 
city clerk’s office with 512 
“discrepancies” , named that had 
been rejected as not valid 

In checking over the names, the 
recall group found many which had 
been rejected on recaD petitions for 
one trustee, but accepted as valid on 
another trustee’s petitions 

A breakdown of the lumber of 
names which the group found to be 
alright in its opinion for the five 
trustees named in the recall w'ere: 
Chandler, 89; Silvey, 94; Budd, 83; 
Christensen, 150; and Bath, 89 

Mrs. Voight said well-known 
names rejected on one petition, but 
approved on others, included Jerry 
Kubiak. defeated candidate for city 
clerk, and Mrs. Paubne Lewkowicz, 
wife of the former dty treasurer, 
who was defeated for re-election. 

When the group’s corrected list 
was taken back Dec. 19 to Folmar’s 
office and told about the

rechecked and eventually okayed 
the bulk of those names originally 
rejected, Mrs. Voight said Folmar 
“allowed” 57 of 89 rejected names 
for Chandler, 68 of 89 for Budd, 55 of 
94 for Silvey, 93 of 150 for 
Christensen, and 45 of 89 for Bath, 
she said 

Although she said she and her 
group had no quarrel to pick per- 
sonally with Folmar, she felt his 
office staff were "negligent” in 
checking over the origin^ list of 
names on recall petitions. 

In fact, she said, some of the 
“corrected” petitions given back the 
second time by the city clerk’s office 
were still in error. 

After taking the revised list of 
recall petitions to the county clerk s 
office Dec. 21, the recall group was 
subsequently informed that 694 of 
the 1,510 names collected on each 
petition had been thrown out, 
leaving them more than 400 names 
short of the required minimum. 

Since the recall law allows a 10- 
day extension in such cases, Mrs 
Voight said, she and her group 
worked the week between the day 
after Christmas and New Year’s 
Eve and coDected 782 new names. 

Evidently, enough of the newly- 
collected names were judged valid 
by the county clerk for the recall 
election to be scheduled tentatively, 
Mrs. Voight emphasized. 

She said the recall group pur- 
posely gathered many more names 
than required because they felt it 
gave “psychological" value to the 
overall recaD drive.

Unde Sam simplifies annua! tax forms 


(This is the first m a series of 
articles prepared by the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accounts offering advice on filling 
1977 income tax returns.) 

As income tax time rolls around 
again taxpayers ask the familiar 
question, what’s new for this year? 
And for many taxpayers the big 
news, according to the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants, is that Uncle Sam has 
attempted to simplify the tax forms, 
making it easier for persons whose 
finances are uncomplicated to 
prepare their own returns. Other 
highlights of the tax picture this 
year include: 

•A new standard deduction, now 
also called “zero bracket amount”; 

•Increased minimum income 
required for filing a return; 

•A new way of handling alimony 
payments; 

•More generous deductions for 
job-related moving costs; 

•Continuation of the general tax 
credit that was to expire; 

•A new holdng period for long- 
term capital gains or losses and a 
doubling of the amount of ordinary 
income that can be offset by net 
capital losses; 


•Greater protection against the 
capital gains tax for the elderly 
when they sell their homes; 

•An increase in the amount of 
income on which some taxpayerscan 
defer taxes by making payments 
into an Individual Retirement Ac- 
count, and extension to Feb. 14, 1978 
of the time for making IRA 
payments on 1977 income. 

The Michigan CPAs advise that 
many new rules result from those 
provisions of the 1976 Tax Reform 
Act that became effective in 1977, as 
well as the 1977 Tax Reduction and 
Siinplifaction Act. 

Taking up the changes in more 
detail, the CPAs note that for those 
who prepare their own returns, both 
Form 1040 and theshort form, 1040A, 
have been simplified. The 1040A 
formerly filled both sides of half a 
sheet of paper ; now it is one side of a 
full sheet, but several questions 
have been deleted. 

Form 1040 has been made 
“linear”, which means it proceeds 
in a straight line (without in- 
terruptions to consult page two or 
schedule B) and it moves logically 
right on through income, ad- 
justments, deductions and exemp-

tions, tax computation, credits and 
tax payments, to the amount you 
still may owe or the refund you 
possibly have coming. 

Alimony paid is no longer an 
itemized tax deduction. Now it is 
treated as an adjustment to adjust 
gross income, so it no longer matters 
to alimony payers whether they 
itemize or take the stand deduction. 

The liberalizing of job-related 
moving cost deductions includes a 
provision that you can claim them, if 
your new job is at least 35 miles 
father from your former home than 
your old job was. It used to be 50 
miles. Like alimony, moving costs 
may be taken even, if you do not 
itemize. 

The standard deduction is no 
longer a percentage of income Now 
it is a flat $2,200 for an individual 
filing singly, $3,200 on a joint return. 
That is a $200 decrease from the 
maximum for an individual, a $400 


increase on a joint return But if 
your deductible expenses are 
anywhere near the dandard 
deduction you still will want to 
figure your taxes both ways to see 
which is better. A study has shown 
that for individuals with incomes of 
$14,000 and up and most married 
taxpayers, if deductions are about 
average, itemizing usually is 
preferable. 

The general tax credit — the 
greater of $35 times the number of 
exemptions claimed or two percent 
of the first $9,000 of taxable income 
— has been extended at least 
through 1978 If your taxable income 
was $9,000 or more and you have 
fewer than six exemptions, you will 
want to take the two percent. 
However, married individuals who 
file separate returns must use the 
$35 times the number of exemptions 
claimed. 

On 1977 capital gains and losses 


the new holding period that spells 
the difference between short-term 
and long-term capital gains or losses 
is nine months, not six as formerly. 
Gains or losses on assets held nine 
months or less are short-term, 
whereas for assets held more than 
nine months, the gain or lo6S is long- 
term. This year, an asset will have 
to be held more than 12 months to 
make the sale long-term. 

Am other change in connection 
with capital losses is that the 
maximum amount of net capital loss 
that can be used to offset ordinary 
income in 1977 has been doubled — to 
$2,000. In 1978 it goes to $3,000. 

The CPA Association also points 
out that on the sale of a home by the 
elderly (for couple, only one spouse 
has to be 65 or older on the date of 
sale), there is no tax on the capital 
gain on the first $35,000 of adjusted 
sales price, a jump of $15,000 in the 
amount protected. If the house sold 


for more than $35,000, a pro-rated 
amount of the gain is tax exempt. 
The home must have been the 
prinicpal place of residence for five 
of the previous eight years. 

The amount of income you must 
have before being required to file a 
tax return has been raised to $2,950. 
However, anyone relieved of the 
need to file will do so anyway, if 
taxes have been withheld from 
paychecks; that is the only way to 
get a refund. Also, a child with in- 
come of 1750 or more from 
’* / ends interest, etc. who can be 
claimed as a dependent by his 
parents still must file a return. 

Persons having IRS- authorized 
Indivisual Retirmenet Accounts — 
or who are eligible to establish one 
by virtue of not actively par- 
ticipating in a conventional pension 
or profit-sharing plan during the 
year - can set aside, tax deferred, as

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Excluded are those persons with 
liquid assets of more than $15,000, 
these being defined as a savings or 
checking account, plus stocks and 
bonds. In this case, a house is not a 
liquid asset. 

The payments take into con- 
sideration the maximum household 
income of the applicant who is 
responsible for paying the heating 
bills and an extra amount of income 
for every other household member 
up to six. 

If the income is not more than 
$2,000, plus $650 for each additional 
member, the payment will be $130, 
with $70 for additional consumption, 
if needed. For a $2,400 income, the 
allowance is $750 per extra member 
and $50 for additional consumption. 

For $2,700 income the extras are 
$850 per member and $30 for ad- 
ditional consumption, for $3000, $950 
and $20 and for $3,700, $1,200 for each 
additional family member and a 
payment of only $120. 

Thus, if a three-member 
household had a combined income of 
$3,100, they would qualify for the 
maximum payment. If a two- 
member household had the same 
income, they would qualify for the 
second level of payments, or $130 
plus $50. 

One- or two-member households 
with at least one senior citizen, who 
is directly responsible for heating 
bills, in which the total household 
income is between $4,900 and $7,000, 
qualify for a flat payment of $100. 
Seniors are those 65 or older. 

A separate shcedule is provided 
for those who rent, whose heat is 
provided entirely by electricity and 
who must pay the electric bill 
themselves. In the five classes 


Heating Assistance Bill, signed into 
law in late 1977. 

“This act comes just in time," 
said State Rep. Robert Law (R-36th 
District) “It will help make this 
winter a little warmer for many 
people who would have otherwise 
had to worry about how they could 
manage to keep the heat turned on 
during these cold months of the 
year.” 

Law pointed out that application 
forms for the heating assistance will 
not be available until later this 
month. 

“But the payments under this 
program can be applied to past, 
present or future heating bills," he 
said, "although they’re intended 
primarily to cover heating costs 
from December 1977, through 
February 1978." 

“The Home Heating Assistance 
Act provides for a basic payment of 
$130 to low-income citizens," Law 
noted. "Ninety percent of that is to 
cover heating energy costs and 10 
percent for electrical energy costs. 
These payment will be made 
directly to the energy provider, 
usually a public utility, except in the 
case of fuel oil. These payments 
would have to be co-endorsed by 
both the applicant and the 
provider." 

The amount provided is keyed to 
applicants’ household income as 
defined by the Michigan Income Tax 
statute. Under this law, household 
income includes salaries, wages, 
tips; dividends and interest ; pension 
benefits; alimony and child support ; 
veterans' disability and pension 
benefits; worker’s compensation 
and unemployment benefits; and all

Editorial opinions 

Power and not 
_ professionalism 


is the goal 


Current hearings being held 
throughout this area relative to 
proposed legislation that would 
change the existing procedures for the 
licensing of the state’s school 
teachers, could prove to be just a 
power grab by the Michigan 
Education Association (MEA). 

The pending legislation, HB 4242, 
proposes to license teachers through a 
licensing commission that would 
contain a majority of teachers on its 
board. 

This new legislation’s chief 
proponant is the MEA. Spokesmen for 
that group contend that the bill would 
give teachers the same voice in setting 
standards for their profession that 
other professionals have. But other 
interested citizens as well as the 
Michigan Federation of Teachers, 
(MFT), strongly oppose adoption of 
the new legislation. The MFT’s 
position is that current licensing 
procedures are adequate, and that the 
new legislation is unnecessary. 


We agree with the MFT. There is an 
inherent risk associated with a 
professional organization having 
control of the licensing of its own 
members. 

One look at the American Medical 
Association (AMA), and that group’s 
apparent reluctance to deal with its 
members who may be guilty of 
malpractice, is sufficient to exemplify 
the risks of both self policing and self- 
licensing of professional groups. 

But we feel that the bottom line in 
the MEA’s support of the pending 
legislation, has more to do with power, 
than it does with professionalism, and 
over the past years the MEA has 
mishandled the clout that it already 
has. 

We see no benefit for the citizens of 
Michigan resulting from passage of 
HB 4242. Therefore we urge the 
legislature to reject this power grab, 
and to send the MEA back to the 
schools where they belong. 


The balance of power 


should be maintained 


The National Right to Work Com- 
mittee, a coalition of employees and 
employers headquartered in 
Washington D.C., has begun a nation- 
wide campaign in opposition to 
legislation now being considered in the 
U S Senate 

Target of the NRWC, is House bill 
H.R. 8410 and Senate counterpart S. 
1883. 

The legislation, doubed ‘labor 
reform’ by its chief proponents, the 
nation’s labor unions, and ‘push button 
unionism by its detractors, would 
greatly change the present union 
management relationship. 

Under provisions of the new 
legislation, thousands of workers 
would be forced to join unions 
following the abolition of individual 
state right to work laws, and ac- 
cording to the NRWC, “blackmail 
employeres into signing compulsory 
unionism contracts.’’ 

While we would be the first to admit 
that the creation of labor unions has 


done more to improve the ‘lot’ of the 
workingman than any other single 
inovation, we question the ultimate 
results of this new legislation. 

We feel that while the right of a 
worker to join a union should be 
protected, we also feel that 
worker’s right not to join that same 
union is also worthy of protection. 

It is an accepted fact that ultimate 
power corrupts. We fear that one of 
the spin-offs of the new legislation 
would be to further increase union 
clout creating a power situation that 
would certainly improve the chances 
that that power would be misused. 

Democracy is a compromise. While 
it is impossible to please everyone all 
of the time, it is possible to please 
most of the people most of the time. 

It is a one sided conversation when 
the other guy has a club and you don’t, 
but communications must be 
established when you both have a ‘big 
stick’.

The seven-month-old mixed Labrador 
retriever had been driving Carla Toar- 
mina crazy. Between the dog and two- 
year-old Frankie, c.she had more than her 
hands full. 

A month earlier, the Wayne-Westland 
School had sent out a list of adult education 
courses that the system was going to be 
offering in the coming semester.

It had been a typical day for Dr. Paul 
Armstrong. For the past three years, he 
and his wife, Mary, also a nurse, had been 
ministering to the needs of growing 
number of patients who had found his 
general practice to their liking.

My car radio was tuned to WJR and I 
was listening to the three o’clock news. 
The newscaster reported that authorities 
were still looking for an alleged murderer 
who had recently broken out of a Colorado 
jail. It was the same man’s second 
breakout in about one year, and this time 
the escape had been effected from a lock- 
up in Glenwood Springs, Colorado. It was 
the mention of Glenwood Springs which 
stirred some old memories, and thus 
spawned this column. 

I’ve been to Glenwood Springs, and I 
know some interesting things about that 
town. 

Many years ago when I was stationed in 
Denver with the U.S. Air Force, it was my 
good fortune to meet a young lady from 
Minnesota who had come West to see how 
the rest of the world lived. I further had 
the good sense to marry her, and we lived 
two delightful years in Denver — a city we 
both still feel ranks with the best in the 
country. 

In many respects, Denver is much like 
most big cities. It has exclusive areas for 
the monied swells, average areas for Joe 
Worker to plop down in each night after 
work, and alas it has a skid row. 

When we lived there, skid row was 
located downtown about one mile North of 
the magnificent State Capitol Building. 
One of the streets comprising the row (and 
I suppose it still is) was Larimer Street. 


Now Larimer Street, like its counterparts 
in countless cities throughout the world, 
was a collection of shabby hotels, cheap 
bars, flea bag strip joints, and poor souls 
who had given up and come there to drink 
themselves to death.

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Bald Eagle Speaks 

Lothar's victory 
over odds

Nearly eight weeks ago the grim specter 
of death breathed heavily on Lothar 
Konietzko, chief photographer for 
Associated Newspapers. 

Coming into the office from an assign- 
ment late on the afternoon of Nov. 18, he 
was traveling west on Michigan Avenue, 
Just crossing Elizabeth Avenue, when 
what every motorist dreads happened — a 
blinding, sickening crash of twisted metal. 

His compact red Volkswagen, known to 
hundreds of ANP readers in the area, was 
hit on the left side by a full-sized car going 
north on Elizabeth. A second or two before 
the accident, Lothar saw the large car 
approaching, knew he was going to be hit, 
and jumped as far to the right as he could 
inside the little German car. 

That extra effort probably saved his life. 
When he was taken to Annapolis Hospital, 
Lothar was given about one out of 10 
chances to survive, having suffered eight 
broken ribs on his left side and a broken 
thigh bone, shattered in seven places. In 
addition, he received bruises and cuts to 
the right side of his face and a bruised 
right knee. 

Doctors rushed him into the operating 
room as quickly as possible to surgically 
repair his left thigh bone. At first, it was 
feared the hip joint or socket would have to 
be replaced with an artificial substitute, 
but fomtunately that ordeal was spared 
the broken, white-faced and almost lifeless 
figure stretched out on the operating table. 

Doctors were still faced with a tough 
problem while they worked frantically 
over the 52-year-old photographer - his 
heart rate was racing dangerously out of 
control. Medication helped bring it down to 
a half-safe level, but it was days before his 
heart began to beat more normally. 

Further tests and X-rays disclosed that 
Lothar’s lungs and his heart had been 
badly bruised in the auto mishap. His little 
Volkswagen was hit so hard by the larger 
vehicle that the impact had welded the two 
cars together. Rescuers worked feverishly 
for 20 minutes before they could extricate 
Lothar from the interior of his car. 

Although he had driven Volkswagens on 
his job assignments with ANP for most of 
tho 25 years he has been chief 
photographer, he says he will be driving a 
bigger car when he returns to work. 

(Statistics gathered over the last few 
years have shown that drivers of compact 
cars are three times as likely to be injured 
or killed in an auto accident as drivers of a 
full-sized vehicle.) 

During his Five weeks in the hospital, 
Lothar was deluged with cards, letters, 
flowers and baskets of fruit from a public 
which showed how much it loved the tall, 
slim native-born German who befriended 
senior citizens and children alike. 

As a close friend who has known Lothar 
for the last nine years, I felt the outpouring 
of love, affection and caring directed 
toward him helped immeasurably in the 
initial recovery from his injuries. 

A veritable stickler for perfection at 
work, sometimes to the point of driving his 
coworkers up the wall, out on assignment 
he was just the opposite, exerting the 
utmost kindkness to all concerned. 

Whether it was a tiny tot or an elderly 
lady whom he was to photograph, Lothar 
never stopped kidding ang and joking in 
his German accent as he strove to get just 
the right mood in his subject and just the 
right position to suit the particular picture 
he was after. 

His desire for professional perfection 
resulted in the winning of 43 state and 
national awards for excellent, quality 
photographs, expecially of outdoor animal 
and plant life in the noretn reaches of 
Michigan. 


During the first week of his hospital 
stay, Lothar’s life hung in the balance, a 
balance so delicate that modern electronic 
instruments monitored his vital functions 
constantly. 

As a frequent visitor, almost daily at the 
onset, I knew Lothar was going to make it 
when he began griping about his room, his 
bed and several other ordinary things 
which would not have bothered anyone 
else but him. From then on, it was only a 
matter of time until his return to the world 
of the living. 

Many times since the accident, Lothar 
wished that he were dead. The pain from 
his chest and his left leg nagged at him 
unmercifully, even after he was allowed to 
return home. 

Although medication helped ease his 
suffering, a stomache easily upset (from 
an earlier ulcer forced him to abandon its 
use because of the nausea and discomfort 
it generated. 

In addition, the surgeon who put 
Lothar’s leg back together again, forbid 
him to put any weight on it for many weeks 
to come. 

Lying on his back most of the time, 
except for short periods when he hobbles 
around on crutches, Lothar anxiously 
awaits the day the doctor will give him the 
okay to start walking, or try to start 
walking, on the ipjured leg. 

He knows he will have to undergo many 
hours of physical therapy before he can 
even think of recovering the use of his left 
leg. But, what goes through his mind is just 
how well he will be able to get around when 
the doctor gives him that final pronoun- 
cement. 

Lothar knows he will have a slight limp 
and that he may have to use a cane for a 
while, but he is no stranger to fear and that 
feeling of death knocking at one's door. 

During World War II, Lothar served as a 
pilot for ther German air force on the 
eastern front, narrowly escaping death 
several times. 

After serving in the air force, Lothar 
received a diploma in forestry and was 
employed as a forester in the Ukraine. In 
fact, he was the fourth generation in his 
family to serve Germany in that oc- 
cupation. 

Those who know Lothar well, and they 
are many, will attest to his intense love for 
his adopted land. Five years after coming 
to America in 1954, he became a 
naturalized citizen. Since working at ANP, 
he has traveled to many foreign lands, 
including Russia. 

His good-natured talks before fraternal, 
service and civic clubs in ANP land have 
endeared him to their members as he 
glibly tells of experiences and sights in 
Moscow, Jamaica or wherever. His 
speeches always are illustrated by colored 
slides he has taken with his trusty Leica 35 
mm. camera. 

After he had taken root in his new home, 
Lothar founded and served as president 
and vice-president of the Michigan Press 
Photographers Association. He also joined 
the Detroit Press Club and the National 
Press Photographers Association. 

Lothar is successfully recovering at 
home with the help of part-time 
professional help. Being a German, he is 
naturally as stubborn as a mule, wanting 
to get around and do for himself as mucn 
as possible.

From the State House 

Declining enrollment 
creates new problems 



The biggest problem facing public 
education in Michigan is declining 
enrollments. I am most familiar with this 
problem because of the devastating im- 
pact declining enrollments have had on the 
Livonia School District, a school district I 
represent. 

In recent years, the great percentage of 
Michigan citizens lived in school districts 
that hadincreasing enrollments. Declining 
enrollments were limited to large urban 
schools. However, during the past two 
years, and for the next twenty years, 
declining enrollments will affect all parts 
of the state. Almost every taxpayer will 
have to wrestle with the problem of 
decreasing numba*s of students, but in- 
creasing costs. 

The problem in Michigan was recently 
highlighted by a special study done by the 
Michigan State Board of Education. I 
highly recommend it for anyone interested 
in the issue. The Board’s report highlights 
the crisis facing Michigan. 

During the next decade, the secondary 
schools will lose nearly 20 percent of their 
membership. This percentage translates 
into a loss of 184,700 students. The drop in 
enrollment isalready being experienced in 
the elementary schools. The average 
decline is presently slightly over 2 percent 
per year. In the next ten years, the decline 
will be over 21 percent, amounting to 
109,000 fewer students. 

The Livonia Public Schools have been 
particular^ hard hit. Their situation 
dramatizes the situation that will be faced 
by many schools during the next ten years. 

Livonia has lost 26 percent of their 
membership count since the 1971-72 school 
year. During these past seven years, the 
total enrollment dropped from a high of 
38,799 to a low of 28316 students. 

Wayne-Westland is also experiencing a 
decline and are presently studying the 
situation. 


The drop in enrollment has had a 
devastating Impact on educational 
programs. The neophyte argues that less 
students mean less cost Unfortunately, 
this is not totally true. 

The cost for running the Livonia Public 
Schools has increased at an annual rate of 
6.6 percent This is in spite of cutbacks in 
teachers, closing school buildings, and 
reducing administrative costs. For 
example, Livonia has released 368 
teachers, 50 non-teacher professionals, 
over 50 other employees, and has closed 
six schools. 

The net impact of declining enrollment 
has been that educational programming 
has to be reduced. How does this happen? 

First, most educators know that the loss 
of pupils does not automatically translate 
into less money needed. For example, a 
reduction in the teaching force must be 
accomplished by “pink-slipping" the 
newest teachers, or the teachers with the 
least seniority. They typically are the 
lowest paid In Livonia, the pink-slipping 
of 368 teachers has raised the “average 
teacher salary considerably." In turn, this 
increases the cost per pupil. 

The loss of students does not mean a one- 
to-one reduction in administrative support 
services. It takes a considerable loss of 
students to reduce the number of prin- 
cipals that are needed, or to close a school 
building. 

Second, the state school aid formula 
hurts schools with declining enrollments. 
Most educators are aware of the basic 
membership formula. The state 
guarantees the yield of a mill. The 
guarantee is paid according to the number 
of students enrolled cn the fourth Friday 
count. For 1977-78, the formula guarantees 
$160 plus $40 per mill up to 30 mills per 
pupil. 

This formula works to the advantage of 
schools that are increasing their 
enrollments. However, every drop in

enrollment costs the local school district 
state aid For example, Livonia levies over 
30 mills. Consequently, a loss of one 
student costs Livonia over $1,360 in state 
aid ($40 times 30 plus $160). 

The reason for the loss of the entire gross 
allowance ($1,360) is due to how the for- 
mula operates The guarantee includes 
money raised locally. However, when the 
number of pupils detr eases, the SEV per 
pupil increases. Thus, the combined in- 
crease in SEV- pupil and state aid being 
calcualated on the number of pupils, the 
net result isa loss of $1,360 per pupil. 

According to most studies on the effect 
of declining enrollment on educational 
programming, local schools can reduce 
co6t to pick up 40 percent of the loss of 
revenue. The remaining 60 percent cuts 
into educational services. 

The pressing question for 1978 and for 
the next ten years is how to deal with this 
60 percent. There are three solutions, 
basically. One is to a flow local districts to 
reduce services to pupils The second 
solution is to have the state increase state 
aid to make up the dfference. The third 
method is to rely on the federal govern- 
ment to make up the loss of revenue. 

It is my opinion that the State of 
Michigan should make every effort to pick 
up the cost of this additional 60 percent. 
This can be done in any number of ways. 
One method is by guaranteeing a specific 
pay-out for each toss in enrollment. For 
example, we could calculate each loss of 
enrollment as .6 of a pupil for purposes of 
state aid. Whichever method is used, the 
main thing is a commitment to deal with 
the problem.

Special Meeting 
Public Hearing 
January 3, 1978 

Meeting opened with the pledge of allegiance to the flag at 7:14 p.m. 
Supervisor Demski presiding. 

Roll call found present: Supervisor Demski, Clerk Reeves, Treasurer 
Banotai and Trustees: Folks, Overman and Williams. Absent: Hall. Also 
present were Township Attorney Hess, Deputy Clerk Sienko and Robert 
Mitchell from FmHA. Approximately 150 citizens were in attendance. 

Motion by Williams, supported by Overman, to accept agenda with the 
addition of Item No. 4 to call for a recess in the meeting for a Public Hearing. 
Motion carried unanimously. 

Motion by Williams, supported by Overman, to recess Special Meeting to 
open Public Hearing with Mr. Robert Mitchell to have floor. Motion carried 
unanimously. 

Robert Mitchell gave a resume on himself as a way of introduction. He is a 
Director of FmHA. The reason for convening the Special Meeting was to 
have a legal Public Hearing to explain why he issued a suspension on the 
Million dollar loan and Million dollar grant Water Extension. He is a new 
appointee by President Carter, being appointed two months ago. Phase IH 
is now in its final stage of approval. His reason for being here is that he is 
new to the program and wanted to meet with the Township Board and 
Township Gtizens to explain ‘why the suspension and why it is critical.’ He 
is concerned about the 1977-78 water program and the people in the Town- 
ship that have to carry water. He has talked with Mr. Brown, of Wayne 
County Health Department and Mr. Lewis and others and the solution is to 
get more money in order to meet the problem. He is willing to go on record 
to go to Michigan for more funds that will go to Sumpter Township. He is 
asking the Township to pass a resolution saying that we will submit a new 
application for water to go to the most disadvantaged in the Township. He 
will then lift the suspension on Phase III. Beginning this evening the process 
would start on a new Million dollar loan and Million dollar grant, com- 
mitting themselves, the Board, the money go to the most disadvantaged. A 
survey of the Township will be conducted to determine where the water lines 
should go. 

At this time, James Brown asked for the floor to explain his views as to the 
location of water lines in Phase III. Mr. Robert Mitchell told Mr. Brown he 
had several individuals to introduce before he would start with his questions 
and answers. At this time several persons were introduced. Bob Abbott and 
Larry Smith from FmHA, Representative Ed. Mahalak, Dr. Morton, Edgar 
Harris and Glenn Brown. After the introductions were made and Glenn 
Brown gave his report, James Brown was given the floor. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that one of the problems in the Township, with the 
present water lines, is the Tap-in Fee. FmHA has a program which can be 
used to help people pay the tap-in fee. Depending on income, money can be 
borrowed from FmHA with varying degrees of interest rates, from 1 per- 
cent to 8 percent, with as long as 10 years to repay the loan. At the present 
time the closest office is in Adrian, however, a temporary office, in the 
Township, will be set up on a one or two day a week basis for a month with 
applications available to aid those eligible. Larry Smith commented those 
who cannot pay 1 percent loan on a 10 year pay-back period and those 62 
years of age or older may be eligible for an outright grant without any 
paying back. Those with incomes of $10,000 or less could qualify for the 1 
percent loan. This is available for all water expansions. At this point Mrs. 
Bradford and Mr. Humphreys were acknowledged. Robert Mitchell ex- 
plained that present application that has been filed is in the final stages of 
procedure and was asking those present why they felt that we should not go 
ahead with that plan. Also, who has been designated to say yes to some and 
no to others. The Township Board will make a commitment to aid the most 
disadvantaged with the new application, not to say that the Board made a 
mistake in preparing the present application. The purpose of FMHA is to 
help the low and moderate income families. Mr. Glenn Brown will help 
determine where the need exists. The Board asked for the aid of the Wayne 
County Health Department five years ago in investigating the wells and 
septic systems in the Township. In the report is a map showing every well 
that is contaminated. 

At this time Mr. Mitchell recognized Rev. Meeks, E. Gouch, F. Nitz, Ed 
Mahalak, J. Lambert, Mr. Caja and Mr. Grasty. Mr. Grasty asked questions 
regarding funding that were answered by Mr. Price Kimbrough. Additional 
citizens that were recognized were E. Pringle, R. Krajewski, E. Wyche and 
F. Stepaniak. Also A. Mixon, A. Lambert and R. Wallman. 

After listening to the above citizens views and questions, Mr. Mitchell stated 
that the people of the Township had made a deep impression on him and his 
goal is to do everything possible in his authority to work out the best plan 
possible for the Township. 

At this point a short break was requested. Meeting recessed at 10: 17 pm. 
Meeting reconvened at 10:47 pm. 

At this time the Board was given an opportunity to respond to the people 
regarding the Public Hearing, held in July of 1977, regarding the seven mile 
extension of the present water phase. Supervisor Demski explained that the 
Township has a Citizens Advisory Committee that study the needs of the 
Township and bring their findings back to the Township Board. 

Mr. Elmer Pringle made the statement that 104 persons in the north end of 
the Township were using public water without paying. 

Motion by Folks, recommend a 30 day delay for an indepth study by the 
Board of the existing water phase and at the end of that period ask Mr. 
Mitchell to return and perhaps at that time a meaningful decision could be 
made. No support. Motion failed. 

Several questions were asked by Mr. Mitchell of the Board, such as, how 
much mileage is involved in the industrial area and what is the water 
pressure in the trailer parks now and how would it be increased by the 
completing of the loop. Also, how much mileage is involved in completing the 
loop that would increase the pressure in the trailer parks. 

Engineer Fred Slaviero pointed out the entry point that the Township has 
from the Detroit Water System. We now have one line coming in. By 
bringing the water down Harris Road and Haggerty and Martinsville Roads 
we could have three lines coming in. There will be 160 customers involved in 
Phase III, the first Million dollar loan and Million dollar grant. 

A map was submitted that had been prepared by the Wayne County Health 

Department with red dots showing the contaminated wells in the Township. 
Mr Mitchell pointed out that the dots were in all areas, not just in one area 
alone. Mr. Mitchell also stated that he did not have the authority to suspend 
Phase III water extension. Also that we should talk not in terms of an ad- 
ditional two million, but ask for more adequate funds for the Township. The 
Board and citizens have his full commitment to work with Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners and Wayne County Board of Health and citizens to 
start work immediately on Phase IV to eliminate need for the use of polluted 
water. Call upon the Board to pass a resolution committing them to have a 

proposal ready by spring. t _ . . _ . „ 

At this time Mr. Mitchell asked for a resolution by the Township Board. He 
also recommended a study be made by G. Brown, Wayne County Health 
Department and himself to discuss and identify the water problems in the 
Township and the Township Board meet in public session and work out a 
plan to reach the most people, and to meet in haste. 

Motion by Overman, supported by Williams. Board adopt resolution stating 
the Township Board will submit a pre-application and application to FmHA 
for additional expansion of water system (Phase IV), hereby commit our 
selves to serve the disadvantaged people with the most severe water needs 
and make a complete study of all lines in Phase III. Motion carried 
unanimously. 

Motion by Banotai, supported by Williams, authorize the Township Board to 
advertise and take bids for FmHA Water Extension. Motion carried 

unanimously. „ _ . . w .. „ 

Motion by Overman, supported by Williams, to adjourn Special Meeting 

Public Hearing. Meeting adjourned at 12:35 am.

Note A - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
Thiraccounting policies of the City of Belleville, Michigan, Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal System Fund conform to generally accepted ac- 
counting principles as applicable to governmental units. The following i^ a 
summary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting 

The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by the 
Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Fund. 

Investments 

Investments are stated at cost.

Inventories held by the fund are priced at cost. 

General Fivrt Assets ...... 

General fixed assets are recorded at cost and capitalized when purchased. 
Depreciation has been provided using the straight-line method. Amor- 
tization is being used for the Van Buren Trunkline Right and is being 
amortized over 30 years. The fixed assets designated as wells and clear wells 
are no longer in use, however, they are still being depreciated. This is due to 
the available utilization of these assets, if the need arises. 

Note B Long-Term D.efrI ± , o 

The Van Buren Installment Contract consists of a 7.2 percent note payable 
in annual installments including interest over a period of 30 years. The 
amount of the annual installment is $4,683.72 due May 1 of each year. Other 
long-term debt consists of out-standing bonds. See schedule for bonds and 
interest requirements. 

Note C - Michigan Unemployment Tax 
January 1, 1975, the City of Belleville, Michigan became subject to the 
Michigan Unemployment Tax. The City has elected the reimbursement 
method of payment in which it must reimburse the State for unemployment 
claims paid. During the calendar year ended December 31, 1976, claims of 
$1,540 00 were made. The General Fund reimbursed the State in July, 1977. 
Note D - Retirement Plan Contributions 
The City participates in the Municipal Employees Retirement System of 
the State of Michigan, a contributory plan covering the full time staff. The 
City’s contribution to the system for the year, based upon rates set by the 
Municipal Employees Retirement System, aggregated approximately 
$27,597.00 for all funds, for fiscal year ending June 30, 1977.

Our scripture setting comes from 
Romans 6:23 — 

“For the wages of sin is death, but 
the gift of God is eternal life.” 

Eternal life is a gift. God ab- 
solutely refuses to seD His salvation. 
It is not something that you can 
earn, but the Scripture says that the 
wages or the pay for sin is death. Sin 
in here pictured as a master who 
pays wages, and the awful wages of 
sin, are separation of body and soul 
from the presence of God 
if “the wages of sin is death” we 
would be inclined to think that the 
second part of this verse should 
read, ’’the wages of holy living is 
life.” But it doen’t say that. It says: 
“The gift of God is eternal life.” 

So we see very clearly that eternal 
life is a gift, not something that we 
can get in any other way, but only as 
a gift from God. On the last page of 
your bible, in Revelations Chapter 22 
and Verse 17, we find this final in- 
vitation: ‘‘And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come, and let him that 
hearth say come; and let him that is 
athirst come; and whosoever will, 
let him takethewater of life freely.” 

Salvation is the free gift of God. 
Many people are hoping that by 
works, and good deeds, and 
ceremonies, and lots of church 
activity, that they will be prepared 
for this meeting with God. But the 
Bible says in Titus 3:5: “We are 
saved, not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according 
to his mercy.” For in that day no 
man can stand and say I have done 
so much that God owes me my 
salvation. 

Good works are extremely im- 
portant in the life of the Christian, 
but they’ll never atone for our sins. 
The Apostle Paul says in Ephesians 
2:8: “For by grace are we saved 
through faith, and that not of 
yourselves, it is the gift of God.” 

When Jesus came to this eath, and 
spilled His blood on Calvary, He took 
our sins upon Himself ; He paid the 
penalty that rightfully belonged to 
us. This is the favor that God did for 
us, and now today He offers this 


salvation to us as a free gut. 

Now I am sure that we all are 
aware of the fact that gift is not a gift 
unless it is accepted, nor is a pardon 
a pardon, if it is^refused. 

One of the strangest cases in 
American history, is centered 
around a man named George 
Wilson, who was sentenced by the 
U.S. Court in Philadelphia in the 
year 1830 to be hanged for murder 
and robbing the mails. And at the 
request of many of his friends and 
family, President Andrew Jackson 
began to think about a pardon that 
he could give for George Wilson. So 
three weeks before he was to be 
hanged Jackson pardoned George. 
But Wilson startled the world by 
refusing to accept the pardon and 
insisting that he would hang ac- 
cording to the court’s decision. For 
George Wilson declared that the 
pardon was no pardon unless he 
accepted it This was a point in the 
law that never had come up before, 
so President Jackson called upon 
Chief Justice John Maxwell to write 
a decision which read like this: 


So we see very 
clearly that 
eternal life is a 
gift, not 
something that 
we can get 
in anyother 
way... 


“A pardon is a paper, the value of 
which depends upon its acceptance 
by the person implicated. It is 
hardly to be supposed that one under 
the sentence of death, would refuse 
to accept a pardon, but if it is 
refused, it is no pardon.” 

Most people would agree that 
Wilson was a fool for refusing to 


accept the pardon, and yet many of 
these same people are daily refusing 
to accept the pardon which God has 
provided for them. If you are un- 
saved today, you are under the 


sentence of sin and condemned to die 
eternally in the outer darkness of 
hell. 

But today God is still offering to 
you a pardon. He is saying that you

Pawloski, who has achieved outstanding success with his teams 
at Cherry Hill — the Spartans have won numerous conference 
championships — noted, “that if you have a secondary swimming 
program, that is, you utilize the pool daily for classes, then the 
extra and additional time that a team would use in the pool is very 
minimal. 

“Yes, I can understand that if you, don’t have a secondary 
program or a pool and must use another school's facilities, then the 
cost could be steep. 

“But Riverside has a pool — is it just going to sit there without 
water or care?” Pawloski asked. 

One of the reasons Pawloski reacted, he said, to the statement 
that Riverside wasn’t going to have varsity swimming, “was that 
the school has produced some very talented people in the past and 
it’s a shame to see it end. 

“Any time our kids and athletics are denied a facility that can 
help build their bodies and minds I think it’s wrong,” Pawloski 
added.

Wayne reigns at Schoolcraft 


Who says meek will inherit the earth? 


If the meek are to inherit the 
earth, it wasn’t evident at the Eighth 
Annual Schoolcraft Invitational 
Wrestling Tournament where only

And Wayne Memorial, forced to 
abandon the coveted throne a year 
ago by natural rival, Westland John 
Glenn, returned as a conquerer 
Saturday.

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Hard water 
fishing 



Well the water is finally hard enough to walk on 
without too much danger of falling through — the ice 
fishing season is upon us at last. 

Each year the number of people you see on the ice is 
increasing; and a large number of families are finding 
that ice fishing is an ideal way to have an inexpensive 
family outing. 

Equipment is minimal and even if you go out and buy 
everything at once, you won’t be spending more than a 
few dollars. 

The rod you’ll need doesn’t have to be much more than 
a simple fiberglass rod about two feet long with either 
two pegs to wind the line around or a small reel. 

I’ve found that a small single action fly reel is ideal 
The line should not exceed six pound test and the finer 
the line the better. 

Heavy line, besides being more visible, stiffens m cold 
weather and makes it to hard to detect the fish when 
they hit. 

Lures for ice fishing are very inexpensive and with the 
exception of the Rapala jigging lures you would be hard 
pressed to spend more than 70 cents per lure. You won’t 
need many ; a half a dozen is plenty to start with. 

I carry all of mv ice fishing lures in a small pill bot- 
tle, so get just a few. Small teardrop lures with rubber 
legs are my favorite for bluegills and I’ve had the most 
luck for perch with a small Swedish Pimple. 

Both are extremely effective baits particularly when 
sweetened with a small piece of bait. 

Baits for bluegills will vary from lake to lake, and 
from angler to angler. Ask other people that are cat- 
ching fish what thev are usinff. 

Some of the favored baits in winter are - mousies

wax worms, meal worms, corn borers, and goldenrod 
grubs 

When a lake holds large perch or crappies you might 
want to try minnows. Remember to buy the smaller size, 
\Vi to inches seems to be about right. 

When looking for a place to fish remember the places 
you fished last summer. Most spots that produced nice 
bluegills last summer will produce well in winter. Look 
for them over weedbeds, dropoffs, and at the end of land 
points. Usually the water depth will be about ten to 
fifteen feet. 

The key to successful ice fishing is being able to detect 
the slightest indication of a hit. The largest of bluegills 
can inhale your offering and spit it out in the blink of an 
eye without your having felt a thing. 

You have to watch your line and strike at the slightest 
movement. 

Some fishermen use small bobbers, but I’ve found the 
best indicator is the kinks in your fishing line. As you jig 
your bait most hits will be as the lure drops so be ready, 
when the kinks straighten slightly — strike. 

Fish will hit any time of the day, but I’ve found the 
evening to be the most productive. Usually a couple of 
hours before dark is the best time to get there, and if the 
lake holds crappies be sure to stay for a couple of hours 
after dark. 

If you like to eat panfish as well as I do, you’ll enjoy 
them more in winter. I don’t know if it’s due to the cold 
water or because you have to work harder to get them; 
but winter fish seem to taste better. 

Ice fishing isn’t much fun for me as steelheading, but it 
is fishing. Besides it helps the winter to go by faster and 
makes it a lot more enjoyable. Good Luck!!!
